For six 
months it will cruise about the ro- 
mantic islands of the South Pacific 
as well as the coast of South America. 
From the most interesting places cov- 
ers will be dispatched to American 
stamp collectors. Since John Coul- 
thard of Modesta, Cal., will be aboard, 
collectors will know what to expect 
in the way of cachets. Mr. Coulthard 
is an artist of ability and will develop | 
the cachets at the points from which 
the covers are to be mailed.

No oth- 
er than Count Felix Von Luckner 


was commander of this German ves- 
sel. His faith in the navigation abil- 
ity of Captain Smith proved the un- 
doing of the notorious Von Luckner. 

Captain Smith was master of the 
“R. C. Slade” during the war and on 
one of his South Sea voyages was 
overtaken and captured by the Ger- 
man. Von Luckner was not too fa- 
miliar with currents, winds and other 
navigation problems in that part of 
the sea and ordered the American to 
assist in handling the “See Adler” 
Captain Smith sought vainly for an 
opportunity to obtain control of the 
raider and finally contented himself 
with wrecking it. One afternoon he 
ordered the vessel to lay to off the 
coast of the Island of Maupihaa. Von 
Luckner was taken off his guard. He 
did not suspect the vagrant breezes 
that afternoon were moving along 
ahead of a heavy blow. The next 
morning the storm struck, the “See 
Adler” was pounded into the beach. 

The “Philatelist” will go to the 
scene of this exploit in search of the 
wreckage and on the spot Mr. Coul- 
thard will design a cachet that will be 
in a class by itself. Captain Smith’s 
part in the incident will be repro- 
duced upon the cover.

The series of Stamp Charts for the 
1908-1922 Washington-Franklin Ser- 
ies of United States Stamps that have 
been running in this paper for the 
past several weeks have now been 
completed and are ready for distribu- 
tion to subscribers.

The Department observes an_in- 
creasing tendency for philatelists and 
postmark collectors to make direct ap- 
plication to Railway Mail Clerks and 
Railway Post Offices in Canada for 
the post-marking of covers, post- 
cards, ete., for collection purposes. 

In order to avoid unnecessary 
trouble for all concerned, the Depart- 
ment wishes to advise that it has 
been found inadvisable, in practice, 
to permit Railway Mail Clerks in Can- 
ada to comply with requests of this 
nature. Such covers or _ postcards 
when received, are accordingly re- 
turned to the senders without the 
desired postmarks. 

Philatelists will therefore avoid dis- 
appointment by refraining from send- 
ing covers or postcards, with requests 


for postmarks, to Railway Mail 
Clerks or Railway Post Offices in 
Canada.

According to reports received the 
United States section of the 1936 cat- 
alogue will show an unusual number 
of large advances. This should re- 
sult in an easing off in the tension 


which has overhung the wholesale 
buying market of the past few 
months. With something new and 


concrete on which to base their expec- 
tations many stamp holders will feel 
ready to relinquish their holdings. 

However, as most dealers base their 
purchases on current retail prices 
rather than a set percentage of cat- 
alogue, the importance of the latter 
is reflected only in the eyes of the 
seller. 

It is noteworthy that, no matter 
how many of any certain stamp has 
come on the market recently, the re- 
tail price never falters. Occasionally 
a stamp will be dropped a few cents 
in one or another of the bigger price 
lists but invariably this reflects a 
decrease in the quality of the particu- 
lar lot of that number which is being 
offered rather than an over-abundance 
of the stamp itself. While this mer- 
chandising effort has the effect of 
furnishing uneven quality for differ- 
ent stamps, the collector who is aware 
of what is happening will be fore- 
warned and may obtain the better 
quality by paying the former price. 


It will be interesting to note what 
effect, if any, the recent statement of 
a representative of the Department 
of Justice that any tampering with 
a stamp so as to increase its value 
is illegal, will have on the reperfora- 
tors. While it is well known that 
some dealers have been making a 
practice of reperforating stamps and 
advertising their wares to the trade 
we have yet to see such stamps ad- 
vertised to collectors as reperforated. 
Nevertheless, it is common knowledge 
among dealers that their fellow mem- 
bers are thus seriously endangering 
their standing and, because of the re- 
cent Department of Justice edict, are 
laying themselves open to serious con- 
sequences. It is a question whether 
or not a dealer who openly advertised 
stamps as_ reperforated would not 
still be liable on the grounds that the 
stamps might later be resold with- 
out the fact of its being reperforated 
being retold. In any event, the wise 
collector will do well to obtain a state- 
ment from his dealer about any 
a which appear suspicious to

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Postal Service of Greenland 


(By J. F. Dick, A.1.A.C.) 


When studying a map of the world 
recently my attention was focussed on 
Greenland. Not being particularly 
interested in foreign issues I was 
more than surprised to find on con- 
sulting my Gibbon’s Catalogue that 
Greenland—the biggest island in the 
world—was not a stamp issuing coun- 
try. This fact aroused my curiosity 
and on investigation the following in- 
teresting details regarding the postal 
services were ascertained. 

Greenland is a colony of Denmark, 
and only about one-seventh of its area 
—the coast line—is free from ice. It 
is inhabited by roughly 17,000 people 
who dwell in numerous settlements. 
The larger settlements, at which 
steamers call, are known as colonies. 
Each colony with the neighbouring 
settlements form a colonial district. 
There are actually twelve districts on 
the West Coast and two on the East 
Coast. 

A colonial district is administered 
by a director who is also responsible 
for the distribution of the mails ar- 
riving by steamer, or brought by boat 
or sledge from the port of call of the 
steamers. Mails for the small local- 
ities are forwarded as opportunity 
offers since there is no regular serv- 
ice. The director also receives and 
despatches mails for Denmark. Cor- 
respondence within the country is for- 
warded free of charge but for destina- 
tions abroad Danish stamps are used 
to pay postage, and the same rates 
apply as in the case of Denmark. The 
mail matter is sent to the Danish 
postal service, where it is date- 
stamped. 

The first despatch from Copenhagen 
takes place in March and the voyage 
to the first port of call takes from 
14 to 18 days. The last steamer 
leaves Denmark early in December, 
and during the next three or four 
months Greenland has no postal com- 
munication with Denmark and the 
rest of the world. The southern part 
of the island has approximately 25 
chances of exchanging mails with 
Denmark per annum, whereas in the 
northern part ten opportunities are 
about the maximum owing to the sea 
being frozen for several miles from 
the coast and the ports only being 
navigable from August to the end of 
October. 

In the case of the two settlements 
on the East Coast there is only one 
exchange of mails per year, usually 
in August. 

In conclusion it may be mentioned 
that about 20,000 letters and 3,500 
parcels are received in and about 
18,000 letters and 1,000 parcels are 
despatched from Greenland per an- 
num.—The South African Philatelist.

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Advertising On Postage 
Stamps 


By Don Houseworth 


The value of postage stamp designs 
as propaganda has long been recog- 
nized and there is scarcely a country 
that has not made use of the subtle 
advertising medium at one time or 
another. Direct advertising is some- 
thing else and those countries which 
have capitalized on that idea may be 
counted upon your fingers. 

The next time you sort a foreign 
mixture keep an eye on the common 
French, Belgian and English stamps 
and if the mixture happens to be right 
you will have some odd items for your 
trouble—stamps that will make an 
album page which cannot help but 
hold the attention of everyone who 
sees it. 

Back in 1883 New Zealand pioneer- 
ed with the idea of selling space on 
its postage stamps to anyone willing 
to pay for the privilege. The plan 
was similar to that followed by pres- 
ent day newspapers for circulation 
was the basis of cost. A manufac- 
turer was able to buy space on 10,000 
or 100,000 stamps and his advertise- 
ment was printed on as many as his 
contract called for. These ads were 
printed on the reverse of the stamp 
and the person who moistened the 
gum could hardly help but read the 
manufacturer’s message. The idea 
was quite successful for a time until 
the novelty wore off. Nearly a score 
of different ads are to be found on 
those old issues. 

Advertising on stamps or appended 
tabs or in the margin of the sheets 
has been revived from time to time 
and the illustration reveals some of 
the current items in this line. The 
Costa Rican stamp bears the imprint

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The 5c Kosciusko 


General Thaddeus Kosciusko was a Polish patriot 
who came to our country during the Revolution and 
offered his services. He served with distinction and 
became an American citizen. He had previously been 
wounded in fighting for Polish independence trom 
Russia, and in Lafayette Park in front of the White 
House, Washington, there is a noble statue of him 
bearing the last line of a great poem by Thomas Camp- 
bell—“‘And Freedom shrieked when Kosciusko fell” — 
that was formerly known by every American youth. 

To celebrate the 150th anniversary of his becoming 
an American citizen a stamp was issued, the design 
being taken from the above mentioned statue by Anton 
Popiel. The 5c value was chosen in order that it 
might be used on letters written abroad by our citizens 
of Polish ancestry. 

The 5c—Kosciusko—was issued on October 13, 
1933, flat plate, unwatermarked, perf. 11, and is re- 
corded only in bright blue, with but one small minor 
variety. 

41,429,200 were issued, from plates 21173, 74, 75 
and 76. 

First day covers, October 13, 1933, are from Chi- 
cago, Boston, Detroit, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, St. Louis, 
and Kosciusko, Miss. 


The 3c Maryland 


The 300th anniversary of the settlement of Mary- 
land led to the issue of a special stamp on March 23, 
1934. In November of 1633, Leonard Calvert left 
England with 200 colonists in the “Ark” and the 
“Dove”, which are portrayed on the stamp, arrived 
safely in the Potomac River at what is now Blacki- 
stone Island, and from there made permanent settle- 
ment under Cecil Calvert, the second Lord Baltimore, 
at St. Mary’s City, Maryland. It was the third 
Anglo-American colony established on the Atlantic 
coast and the first proprietarial one, a huge tract of 
land having been granted to Lord Baltimore by the 
British king. 

The 3c—Maryland Tercentenary—was issued on 
March 23d, 1934, in bright red, with light and dark 
shades and no important minor varieties so far known. 
The stamp was not well received, either by collectors, 
postal clerks or the general public. The red color, 
with 3c postage in effect and 3c purple stamps in use, 
led to continuous confusion and the charging of post- 
age due, and many offices returned the stamps. ‘The 
design, with the two vessels and then the Calvert coat 
of arms in the corner, is entirely too crowded to be ef- 
fective. The stamps were abominably perforated and 


many more were returned for destruction for that 
reason, so that of the 50,000,000 printed but 42,092,- 
700 were finally sold and the stamp will undoubtedly 
be a scarce one in perfect condition. 


‘lhe stamp is from flat plates, perf. 11, unwater- 
marked, and from plates 21188 to 91 and 21196 to 99, 

First day covers are only from St. Mary’s City, 
Md., and the stamp was put on sale at the Agency the 
following day. 


The Mother’s Day 


The idea of the celebration of Mother’s Day was 
originated by Miss Anna Jarvis of Philadelphia about 
1908, where it was then regularly observed as the 
idea spread and became a national custom. In 1914 
President Wilson, following a joint resolution of 
Congress, proclaimed the second Sunday in May of 
each year as one to be celebrated as Mother’s Day, 
and in 1934 a handsome stamp was prepared and dis- 
tributed in advance of the day, so that it would then 
be generally available for use. 

The 3c—Mother’s Day—appeared in purple on 
May 2, 1934, from both the flat and rotary presses, 
perf. 11, unwatermarked. The picture is taken from 
the celebrated painting of his mother by Whistler, with 
some slight modifications and a vase of flowers added 
in the foreground. 

Final figures are not yet available, but 194,000,000 
of the rotary stamps, measuring 36/4mm.x22mm., 
were ordered, from plates 21210 to 21219 and 21221 
to 21224. 

16,000,000 of the flat plate stamps, 36mm.x21% 
mm., were ordered, from plates 21202 to 21205, so 
that the ratio of scarcity should be about 9 to 1.

U.S. S. Quincy 

A fire in the engine room of the re- 
cently launched U. S. S. Quincy was 
extinguished after a five hour battle. 

The deck plates of the cruiser were 
so hot that officials were unable to go 
below to determine the extent of the 
damage. Fire Chief William J. Sands 
said he believed damage would “run 
high.” 

The 10,000 ton cruiser lay at a dock 
of the Fore river shipyards of the 
Bethlehem Ship Building: Corp., where 
she was being prepared for her trial 
run. She had been launched at the 
Fore river plant June 19th. 

Harry E. D. Gould, General Man- 
ager of the Fore river plant, said the 
fire was believed to have started in 
the switchboard of the main cable 
room, a 60 by 80 foot section at the 
aft end of the engine room. 

Beyond that, he declined to discuss 
the blaze. He said, however, that a 
board of Bethlehem and Navy offi- 
cials would investigate today. 

The navy officials, he said would be 
Admiral Paul Dungan, senior navy 
officer stationed at the plant, and 
Capt. C. C. Simmons, Navy Superin- 
tendent of Construction there. 


Double Launching 


A double launching is planned for 
Saturday morning, Sept. 14, at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, when the 
destroyers Case and Conyngham will 
take to the water. Naval officials 
say that two launchings have oc- 
curred on the one day and within a 








short time of each other, but this is 
the first time in their memory that a 
simultaneous launching will be held, 
when both ships enter the water from 
dry dock No. 2. 

Naval officials under Captain Ross 
R. Schlabach, manager of the Navy . 
Yard, are planning the event and 
hope to have Senator David I. Walsh 
as speaker. Rear Admiral Walter R. 


Gherardi, commandant of the first 
naval district and the Navy Yard, 


will preside. 

The Case and the Conyngham are 
the second pair of the six peace treaty 
1500-ton destroyers ordered built at 
the local yard. The destroyers Mac- 
Donough and Monaghen have already 
been launched and commissioned, the 
Case and Conyngham follow. After 
they take to the water the keels of 
the Ralph Talbot and Mugford will be 
laid. The destroyers cost in the vicin- 
ity of $38,000,000 each.

Rome-Paris Airmail 


A special survey flight from Rome 
to Paris was made on June 17 with 
the purpose of establishing direct 
service. This plane carried a small 
quantity of mail which was cancelled 
on the day before, with a special 
Posta Aerea postmark. A special la- 
bel in blue was placed on covers and 
bears the words “Ala Littoria S. A.”. 
In addition a special cachet reading 
“Volo Speciale Roma-Parigi” with a 
picture of a plane was applied. 22 
covers are reported to have been car- 
ried and all are backstamped at Paris 
on the 17th. 


On July 29, regular service was 
begun between these two cities. Cov- 
ers were cancelled at Paris with the 
French company, “Air France”, spe- 
cial cancel “Paris 96 29.7.35” and ap- 
plied a cachet in red picturing a 
plane and reading “Premier Vol Paris 
—Rome 29 Julliet 1935”. These were 
backstamped “Roma Posta Aerea 29. 
VII. 35”. Italian mails for the re- 
turn flight carried a special cancel- 
lation only reading “Roma-Parigi 
29.7.385 Inaug. Lines Aerea” and back- 
stamped “Paris 29.7.35”.
